3. RETORT 

a. Introduction 

Ever since the formation of Leit btelle II S0 t FEKIL lied tried 
to find a suitable job with his old friend, FSCrUJffi. In September 1344 
FBCKIvEfc succeeded in getting FUdD temporarily attached to the Celt 
Stelle, but no sooner had FITJD arrived in 'VIET -whan there 'K&s trouble 
in BELGRAI/E (where FER135 bad been adjutant to Obst/Lt &XACJ1L, CO of 
FAK 201). U&j MWCTii, deputy head of iiil b, had fired SIhOJib while 
on an inspection tour in bEL.GR/JjE, and FEFdb was recalled iLsuediately 
to break in arhOJIa-’s successor, ijaj LODMi-ilAE. FEnlb returned to 
'•■I IN in October, but by then the position with liSCiilJSSi. nad been filled 
and FEKID was called to Mil l> to report on conditions in the Balkans.

Upon arrival at Ldl b KQ. in SfcHJT..., FEFlU/ 'was informed 
that he hod been assigned to Mil P R.efer&t 60 with o/jLt PTKIASCK* 
I'fliviXSCH had been alone in the Refer at until then ana had not been 
able to keep up the necessary persoieel contacts between the Ref ere t 
and its subordinate field units. 

FIFIP became liaison officer between klil P and its units 
in the field andcleverly used his job for trips v:hich all seemed to 
end at hUESBbCH, where his wife and mother lived. had long been 
convinced that the war was iosi for Germany, and was far more interest- 
ed in the imminent birth of his daughter than in the big schemes of 
the professional saboteurs — schemes which obviously were doomed to 
failure. 
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In November 1944 FEHID visited FBCHNER in '.TIEN for nore oi 
less informal discussions of the general military and political sit- 
uation. FECHNEK, greatly concerned over the constant sniping of his 
enemies in the SS, was very glad to have a man like FEUD in a 
responsible position at Mil L, and the tv.o got along extremely well 
in their discussions. From VrlEN FiEI^ wont to MIESBACK and spent two 
weeks with his v.ife and new-born daughter. 

When FEI1D returned to d>*RUTH (end of November 1944) » 

NXKJUSCH was transferred to xhAC-UE FERID was put in sole conmand 
of Heferat SO* Early December 1944 ail L moved to SIliKH^wJ®!®* and 
a month later a conference was held with leaders of F.vK 201 in 2AGK2B* 

(2) Ma.1 LOOS 

In the meantime Maj NAUMANN had left Mil V end itaj LOOS of 
the S3 jagdverbaende had replaced him. He was clearly the liquidator 
of the old Abwehr and wanted to make ^il L a completely So organisat- 
ion* no immediately got into disputes with the leaders of ill F» the 
agency which worked with the ftehrznecht Fueiunngs Steb in supervising 
the FiK's and FAT f s of the Y/ehrmscht Fuefcrunga Stab. 

LOOS, unlike his predecessor SAGiSiS, was anxious to have 
Mil Ii swallo' ed up by Amt VI-S and the Jagdverbaende, and worked hard 
to Nazify tie personnel under his command* He was continuously on the 
lookout for subversive elements within Mil but could not detect any, 
Actually, the majority of mil D personnel was anti-Nazi. 

( 3 ) Move to BAD ELSTER . 

In February 1945 Mil D moved to BAT ELSTE& bocause of the in- 
creasing Russian pressure in the East. Lt NADOLNY was detailed to 
Referat SO ao an assistant, but actual work had ceased and there was 
hardly any comm: ni cat ion with the other offices of Mil Amt and the 
subordinate units of *il 1*. Travelling became increasingly difficult 
and TC/T communications lagged behind because of the difficulties encount- 
ered in setting up new W/T stations every time Mil p moved. In BARUTH 
and BIHCENWEKDER Mil D had its own Y//T station which received and trans- 
mitted messages through the main Mil Amt w/T stetion in BERLIN. 

( 4 ) Final Days at REIT lm YnmrEL 

In early April 1945 Mil D moved to southern Bavaria. i^cck 
of transportation made it necessary for each individual to get there 
on his own initiative. Knowing that the end was only a few v;eeks off, 
FERID went to PERTI3AU (via MIESBACH) and had a talk with FEDHNER*. 

Maj LOOs also appeared in FERTISAU and took FIRED along to REIT im 
VTIHCELj where Mil D had token quarters in the Y/inkelmooshuette and 
Gasthaus Seegatterl. Half of the personnel and most of the equipment 
of Mil R had been "lost" in the course of the move, and there was little 
to be $one other than to listen to the radio news end me. it for the in- 
evitable capitulation. 
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A few fanatics, however, among them LOOS, L0Rl£LS, ZIERIACKS 
and GIIBLER, went ahead with defensive preparations. Disregarding 
orders by LOOS to prepare a certain road for demolition, FEKLD went 
home to KLE5EACE 22 *.pr 45 where he kept hidden in the woods until the 
arrival of American troop3 4 iiay 45* 

c. FERID's s f ork as Chief of Referat SO 

FERID's job in these turbulent times was to keep a semblance 
of order and coordination in iHl D activities in the Balkans. He kept 
up contacts with the subordinate units, mainly with Leit Stelle II SO, 
but sometimes also directly with the Trupps.- He kept the personnel 
sections of the Chef Gruppe (Referats Il-a and Il-b) informed of needs 
of replacements and reinforcements for the various small units, and 
saw to it that no rabid Nazis were among the selectees. Very often 
FEFJD had to intervene with other Lil D departments in the event of 
compleints or arguments (e.g. , when Gruppe Technik was slow in deliver- 
ing special sabotage equipment, and when the tlil D paymaster refused 
appropriations for the subordinate units). 

Routine office work and talks with department heads took up 
most of FL-tlL* 8 time. H© had to (l) notify the Foreign office every 
tine the •MARY" station gent a message ( see ^nnex II para C t ) (2) deal 
with and care for the various Abw II agents who had fled to Germany 
when the Balkans v.ere overrun and (3) consult Ref era t F for all operat- 
ions involving t^e use of airplanes. 

FETID tried to keep informed about all the operations of Leit 
Stelle II SO and the Fiji's end FAT's under its command, but his inform- 
ation on this subject is somewhat sketchy because of the lack of proper 
communications during that period.
